WILMINGTON - A group of 10 residents filed an appeal 
with the Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) 
regarding the turf field at the new Wilmington High School 
on February 29, 2012. 

The appeal was submitted by Suzanne Sullivan and Martha 
Stevenson of 10 Resident Group, Co-Chairs of Headwaters 
Stream Team. According to the appeal, the new turf field 
would not improve existing conditions, a requirement of the 
Code of Massachusetts Regulations regarding wetlands to 
redevelop a previously developed riverfront area. 

It also states that the Town’s claims of area improvement 
are false, claims a lack of proper documentation from the

Inspired by others, WHS senior becomes an inspiration

WILMINGTON - When Wilmington High School senior 
Matthew Palermo received mail this January from Coca 
ola, he initially wondered why. Turns out it was a notifica- 
tion of his semifinalist status for a $10,000 or $20,000 scholar- 
ship from the company’s Scholar Foundation. Having initial- 
ly applied in November, Matthew says “I forgot about the 
olarship until I found out I was a semi-finalist!” 

Becoming a semi-finalist meant that Matt then had to sub- 
mit a lengthy essay on what he felt set him apart from other 
applicants, and three short essays on his community service, 
nis family background, and someone who inspired him. For 
his long essay topic, he wrote about his drive to volunteer 
(Matt is actively involved with Local Heroes for one) and his 
pursuit of a military career, a long-held goal. For his short 
essay on someone inspiring, Matt wrote about his cousin 
Dylan, whose positive attitude during a difficult recovery 
from a car accident almost two years ago, has been never 
ending. Matt says, “He always has a smile, and could still 
nake people laugh when he wasn’t even able to talk” at the 

beginning of his recovery. 
Matt is one of only 252 high school seniors selected to 
eceive a scholarship from the Coca Cola Scholars 
Foundation. He was selected as a finalist from more than 
84,000 applicants and 2,200 semifinalists.

Keeping time 
Congregational Church clock dates from 1874

WILMINGTON - If you want the correct 
time, just drive by the Congregational Church 
at 2:38 or 3:38 (it’s not clear exactly which 
hour the clock means), either in the afternoon | 
or in the wee hours — take your pick. Or you | 
could do it at 4:05, the time on the left face. If | 
you miss that, just wait until 1:25, the time on | 
the right face. And the rear face says 8:52. The | 
old clock has four faces, so it's correct eight | 


times a day. 


If you take that to mean the clock is not run 


ning, you would be correct. 


Sabra Carter, a descendant of Rev. Thomas | 
Carter, who in 1642 became the first minister | 
in Woburn, gave the clock to the town in 1874. | 

Sabra and her brother Timothy J. Carter | 
grew up on a farm on Nichols Street. He was 
born in 1817, she in 1821 to Sabra Jaques and } 
Timothy Carter. The Carter farmhouse burned | 
about 1837, probably set afire by a spark from 
a passing locomotive. The Boston and Lowell | 
Railroad, built in the early 1830s, passed very ~ 


near the house. 


Somewhat ironically, T.J. Carter became a 
railroad builder, and quite successful. His sister 
also developed a successful business, packaging and selling 
seeds. After the loss of the farmhouse, the family moved to 
a large house that is now 95 Middlesex Ave. 

In 1864, the Congregational Church burned, along with two

nearby. Subsequently, a new 
church was built, and that is 
the building that is a familiar 
landmark in Wilmington. 

In 1873, the steeple blew 
down. A new steeple was 
built, with timbers cut at 
Clapp’s Mill in the Garden of 
Eden. Benjamin Buck loaned 
the church the money for the 
steeple, taking a mortgage on 
the parsonage, the house at 
the corner of Middlesex 
Avenue and Wildwood Street. 
He later made that a gift, 
eliminating the mortgage. 

A clock was included in that 
new steeple, donated to the 
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Sabra Carter 


same time. 


town by Sabra Carter. 

It is not known how this 
came about, for tower clocks 
were fairly new at the time. Most people were still farmers 
who ran their lives in time with sunrise and sunset. 
Coordinated time zones were still in the future. People in 
one town might have times that varied from the time in the 
next town. 

Possibly it was the influence of T.J. Carter. Railroads were 
the prime movers in setting standardized times, in order to 
create train schedules. Carter was a civil engineer who built 
several railroads. President Abraham Lincoln appointed 
him as the U.S. Government Director of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, a position he held from 1863 to 1868. 

Miss Sabra J. Carter is not to be confused with her mother, 
also Sabra J. Mrs. Sabra Carter died in May 1881, and in 
her will, she provided for the purchase of the land that is 
now the Town Common. T.J. Carter died in Sept. of that 
same year. 

Sabra Carter lived on, 12 years after that. She took a three- 
month trip to Europe, visiting France and Switzerland. 
Some time after her return, she proposed giving some stock 
to the town, and in return the town was to spend the income 
on a number of items. 

She owned 10 shares of 
iy4eq Lombard Investment Co., 20 
shares of Denver Electric 

Light Co. and 20 shares of 
the Howard State Bank in 
Kansas. The value was about 

$5000, a substantial sum in 
those days. 

The income from _ the 
Lombard stock was to be 
used in painting the homes of 
townspeople, as needed — 
except that no one who 
owned a dog, or who had 
owned a dog in the past two 
years, could apply. Neither 
could a person apply if he 
had ever used _ tobacco. 
Furthermore, an applicant 
must be a member of a tem- 
perance society. 

The income from _ the 
Denver Electric Light Co. 
was to be used, one half for 
providing the public library 
with books about scientific 
subjects and travel, and the 
other half for providing for a

series of public lectures on scientific subjects — but the lec- : 
tures had to be on Wednesday afternoons. 

The Howard State Bank income was to be divided into— 
eight parts. Two parts were for renovating cemetery stones; 
one was for keeping the Carter graves in good condition; two : 
were for planting trees by the wayside; and three were for © 
buying settees, which would be set by the wayside, so the = 
weary traveler could rest. 

The town meeting voted to accept the offer. But one month - 
later, when the Board of Selectmen got to looking at it, they : 
voted unanimously to reject it. 

Henry Blanchard, the chairman, said that Sabra had ~ 
drawn up a document that would tie the town in knots. It ' 
guaranteed the safe keeping of the money, but the eer f 
would be of no benefit to the town. 

That was that, and the Boston papers reported with some 
amusement that Sabra’s offer had not been accepted. rs 

Sabra died a few years after that and was buried in © 
Woburn. She wouldn’t be buried in a town that wouldn’t © 
accept her money. 

There was a big contest to break her will. Sabra had left ~ 
her money to make her house into a home for “poor girls of 
Wilmington.” Among the many stipulations was one that the » 
girls had to wear gowns of lavender. 

It was alleged that Sabra was insane, but the judge did nots 
so rule. He did observe that she was just a “queer charac- - 
ter.” : 
The executors of her will found that they were not able to ~ 
abide by the provisions. They sold the house and belongings ~ 
at auction and divided the proceeds as they felt just. The © 
house was divided into three separate houses, and two parts 3 
of it were relocated elsewhere on Middlesex Avenue. One of © 
those houses is the Chief Hill house, next to Suppliers Autog 
Parts. 

The original clock was weight-driven. Because the steeple 
was over the entry of the church, where the weights would ~ 
have hung, it was arranged for them to run to the back of » 
the church, with cables running over the ceiling of the « 
chapel. 

The weights hung in a chamber behind the pulpit. ; 

That worked pretty well for many years, but with the addi- © 
tion to the church in the 1950’s, that chamber was removed © 
and the clock converted to electricity. It was no longer nec- © 
essary to wind the clock. In the late 1950s, the town gave the» 
clock to the Congregational Church. 

For many years, the clock was. allowed to sit, non-opera- 
tive. In the 1980s, clockmakers Dave and Jim Roberts did 
some work on it and it ran for several years. Since then, - 
there have only been occasional calls for service on the » 
clock, but there is no service contract. And with a cell- 
phone antenna now in the steeple, it is not a place the clock- \ 
makers want to work. 
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4-H members learn about 
the science behind AEDs 


WILMINGTON - Ah, ha, 
ha, ha, stayin’ alive, stayin’ 
alive. I'll bet the Bee Gees 
never knew their song would 
be used to help save lives. 
That is exactly what the 
Science Pirates, a 4-H club 
based in Wilmington, found 
out when they recently 
attended a field trip to Zoll 
Medical in Chelmsford. 

Shirley Longo met the club 
members in the lobby to 
hand out visitor badges and 
escort the group through the 


building. 


Cliff King, VP of 
Manufacturing, conducted a 
tour of the manufacturing 
department. Mr. King 
informed the group that. doc- 
tors and EMTs use AEDs to 
keep hearts beating. 

Zoll manufactures external 
defibrillators. You’ve proba- 
bly seen a version of one in 
a box on the wall in some 
public buildings, usually 
identified by the letters AED 
(Automated External 
Defibrillator). The unit has 
pictures that show what to 
do if a person collapses and 
stops breathing and helps 
determine whether CPR 
C€ardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation) and/or a 
shock is necessary. 

Mr. King went on to 
explain that there are many 
different engineers involved 
in’ designing and manufac- 
turing defibrillators. 
Mechanical engineers 
design the housing that the 
actual defibrillator is in, 
including the frame and 

sical box connections. 
Electrical engineers design 
the PC Boards and power 
cnfigurations. Computer 
efigineers design the com- 
piiter programs that make 
the device work, complete 
with a synchronized 
nietronome device, as it 
cs the body’s pulses, to 
Help the user handle the 
device most efficiently.

jobs of the engineers from a 
slightly different angle to 
help increase understand- 
ing. After the device is com- 
pleted it goes on to be tested 
in Quality Control to make 
sure it functions properly. It 
is then placed in two differ- 
ent temperature testing 
chambers, one that is 60 
degrees Celsius (150 degrees 
Fahrenheit) and a second 
one that! is -20 degrees C (-4 
degreees F) to check for 
defects. 

Next, the group was 
brought to the second floor 
to meet one of the scientists, 
Annemarie Silver. Ms. Silver 
explained that she helps 
develop new software for 
defibrillators by going to 
hospitals and riding in 
ambulances to get real-life 
experience to determine 
how the system can be 
enhanced. 

To perform CPR on an 
individual you must do chest 
compressions. It is impor- 
tant to do deep compres- 
sions. She showed the group 
a machine with a device 
called an accelerometer, 
which uses the same tech- 


nology as a Wii remote, to 
measure how deep the com- 
pressions are being done, 
two inches is best. 

She went on to say that the 
heart works like a pump and 
should beat 70 beats per 
minute to be efficient. When 
a person is gasping/not 
breathing they need to get 
oxygen to the blood again. If 
you do compressions to the 
beat of ah, ha, ha, ha, 
stayin’ alive, stayin’ alive, 
you are doing a good job. 

Ms. Silver shared that ven- 
tricular fibrillation happens 
when the heart is quivering 
instead of beating and that 
this is when the heart 
requires a shock. A shock 
stops the heart momentarily 
and often, when the heart 
starts to beat again, it is 
back in rhythm. She cau- 
tioned the group to tell oth- 
ers not to touch the person 
being given a shock, which 
is why they say “clear” 
before they administer a 
shock. 

The last bit of information 
she shared, before the group 
got to try CPR, was that 
many times when CPR is 


administered some ribs get 
broken. She asked the group 
if they’d rather have a few 
broken ribs or die. 

During the whole tour ,two 
members of the Marketing 
Department, Allison 
DeAngelis and Liz 
Stapleton, were with us tak- 
ing pictures and when the 
club members got to prac- 
tice CPR their efforts were 
captured on camera. 

Ms. Silver shared that Dr. 
Paul Zoll was called the 
Pioneer of Pacing. 

Club members were given 
a gift bag containing a 
stuffed St. Bernard to 
remind them that the com- 
pany rescues lives.

Show what you know! 


Today, Wednesday, March 14, is Pi Day. 3.14 Day. 3.14159265 
day. 

It’s a big day. For math. Next week kids in our towns will 
have a big week - MCAS begins. That annual test-taking 
odyssey can be less an ordeal and more an opportunity to 
show what you know - if you listen to the parents, teachers, 
and our own School Superintendents. 

For those new to the MCAS (Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Assessment System) test, it is a high stakes test for school 
districts, which are judged on the performance of students. 
With a new teacher evaluation system developing in 
Massachusetts, another Obama administration initiative 
that came with a minute amount of stimulus dollars last 
year, MCAS tests may soon become a barometer for teacher 
performance. 

For tenth grade students, MCAS is the ticket to graduation. 
Multiple re-tests are offered prior to graduation, but stu- 
dents have to pass in order to get that cap and gown. 

For elementary students, the pressure to do well on MCAS 
can be mystifying. My third grader is taking her first MCAS 
test (in ELA - English Language Arts) next week and she’s 
been asking me to print out sample tests for her to practice. 

So I reached out to my network of friends and colleagues to 
get their ideas about how to survive MCAS. From college 
students, high achieving high school seniors, teachers, par- 
ents, and our Supers, I got come great advice, which I’m 
passing onto you. 

From Dr. John O’Connor, Tewksbury Public Schools 
Superintendent 
1. Encourage kids to use their best test taking skills... 

Eliminate some answers and focus on the remaining few. 
2. Have fun... Show the test makers how smart you are! 
3. Don't panic if you come across a difficult question. Skip 
it and move on to the next question. 
4, Bring a good book to read after you've completed the test. 
5. Have mom pack several great snacks for before, during, 
and after the test. 

From Mrs. Joanne Benton, Wilmington Public Schools 
Superintendent 

Get a good night’s sleep. 

Eat a big breakfast. 

Take your time. 

Do not leave anything blank. Use the process of elimina- 

tion. 

Answer every question. 

Go back and make sure you did not skip any pages. 

Just do your best... 

Chantelle, a Super Mom, says “Everyone talks about what 
a BEAST MCAS is, how stressful it is for the kids, etc. I have 
NOT found that to be the case at all. Emma's school did an 
AWESOME job keeping everything very mellow and being 
supportive of the kids. The message was totally that this was 
an “opportunity to show what you already know". Chantelle 
also suggested writing your child a letter of encouragement 
(go do that now, before you forget), and be sure they can 
read it before they take the test 

Laura, Super Teacher, told me that the biggest thing is get 
to bed early so the kids are well rested, eat a good breakfast, 
and just let your kids know you only expect her to do her 
best. 

Courtney, Super Senior, said, “Don't rush! They aren't 
timed so there's no need to rush to finish.” 

From Sherrell, another Super Teacher, “From a teacher, not 
a parent . . . Get good sleep. Not just the night before, but as 
far in advance as possible. Be on time for arrival and dis- 
missal - not late, not early. Pack an extra good lunch. Send 
love notes. Encourage the kids to take their time - they seem 
to think it's a race to the finish. Of course, for us, it IS a high 
stakes test. We do our best to keep that from making any of 
us crazy.” 

From Tammy, another Super Mom, “Besides sleep and a 
protein packed breakfast. I remind them to complete the 
questions they are absolutely sure about first and then go 
back and take your time on the ones that they’re NOT sure 
about. I'm with all of the above taking your time is the key!” 

From my Aunt Rusty, Super mom, Super Aunt, and Super 
writer offers a practical solution about that test-morning 
breakfast, “A good breakfast should not be too packed with 
carbs (pancakes, toast, etc.) Eggs, bacon, FRESH fruit, and 
milk. I always packed orange sections for my kids to take 
right before and during any breaks. Keeps the blood sugar 
high.” 

Courtney, Super College Student, “Sleep the night before 
and do not stress about it! Most likely, your teachers have 
prepared you for it! And just take your time, its not that 
bad.” 

Finally, from Connie, Super Mom, “Know that no matter 
what, you are smarter than you think you are!” 

So, consider this your Crier map for MCAS success. Sleep 
Well, Eat Right, Relax, Take Your Time, and Show what you 
know... not a bad recipe for life either.

Shawsheen Tech’s graduation, 
dropout rates among the state’s finest 


BILLERICA. - While a 
recent study by the Patrick- 
Murray Administration cele- 
‘brated that the state’s four- 
year high school graduation 
rate had improved for the 
fifth consecutive year and 
“the annual dropout rate was 
at its lowest, vocational 
schools in Massachusetts 
continue to enjoy success 
that far exceeds their coun- 
terparts. 

' Shawsheen Tech in 
Billerica is no exception 
with numbers that are bet- 
ter than the state’s averages 
across the board along with 
sbeing one of the top voca- 


tional schools in 
\Massachusetts as well. 
.The state’s graduation 


rate, for example, is 83.4 per- 
cent while the dropout rate 
is 2.7 percent. 

_ At vocational schools, the 
‘dropout rate is less than one 


reent (0.9), significantly 
tter than the state aver- 
age. 
‘ Shawsheen’s graduation 


rate in 2010-2011 was 97.6 per- 


cent while its dropout rate 
was 0.2 percent. 

That graduation rate ranks 
Shawsheen 16th among 288 
high schools in 
Massachusetts. 

Superintendent-Director 
Charles Lyons’: said 
Shawsheen’s average daily 
attendance, 96.9 percent of 
the student body, helps a lot. 

“That means students love 
coming to school and we 
hire competent people,” said 
Lyons. “And that’s why our 
scores are. so _ high. 
Shawsheen students don’t 
drop out and they graduate 
on time. The students are 
engaged and involved here 
in their education. As the 
father of vocational techni- 
cal education Ben Franklin 
once said, ‘Tell me, and I 
forget. Teach me, and I 


remember. Involve me, and I 


learn.’” 
Shawsheen also excels in 
regards to the graduation 


rates of its’ low-income’ stu- 
‘dents and its special educa- 


tion students. Throughout 


the state, the graduation 
rate for low-income students 
is 69 percent while the spe- 
cial education graduation 
rate state-wide is 65.6 per- 
cent. 

At Shawsheen, those rates 
are 97.2 and 97.8 percent, 
respectively. 

Those figures rank 
Shawsheen eighth out of 288 
schools in Massachusetts for 
special-education students 
and 15th for low-income stu- 
dents. Five of the seven 
schools ranked ahead of 
Shawsheen for Special 
Education graduation rates 
are charter schools with 
fewer than 20 eligible stu- 
dents. 

Six of the schools ranked 
ahead of Shawsheen for low- 
income student graduation 
rates were charter or agri- 
cultural schools. 

“We’re very disappointed 
in DESE’s press release that

Caira announces retirement date 


Selectmen start search process Mar. 26

WILMINGTON -_ Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
announced at the Board of 
Selectmen meeting on 
Monday night that he will step 
down from active employment 
with the Town of Wilmington 
on September 30, 2012. 

Caira was first appointed as 
Town Manager in 1990. He has 
served the community in the 
same capacity for 22 years. 

“I have been especially privi- 
leged to have had the opportu- 
nity to serve the residents of 
Wilmington as Town Manager 
over these past 22 years,” 
Caira stated in his letter. “It 
has been an honor to work 
with dedicated officials, hard 
working employees and count- 
less volunteers who generous- 


miss Caira after his retire- 
ment. 

“I think we know as a town 
we have been privileged to 
have you here for 22 years,” 
Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Louis Cimaglia said at the 
Manager’s budget presenta- 
tion in January. 

At the same presentation 
Selectman Champoux said, “I 
feel that many of the practices 
and policies that you have 
established as standard for the 
way this government operates 
have put us in the position to 
be able to do some of the 
remarkable things that resi- 
dents have been able to take 
advantage of.” 

“I appreciate the very kind 
words,” Caira said in response 
to the selectmen’s comments.

Cimaglia said he will abstain 
from the discussion because 
he is also a Town employee.

“The appeal has been made 
to the athletic field project, 
which is separate from the 
new high school project. The 
completion of the athletic 


field project is not a condi- 
tion precedent to starting 
the high school project,” 
explained Benton. 

The High School Building 
Project was approved by vot- 
ers in the Special Town 
Election on December 6, and 
a historical Special Town 
Meeting on December 10, 
which hosted a_ record- 
breaking crowd of more than 
1,500 people. 

The High School Building 
Committee will discuss the 
appeal for the first time at 
its next meeting scheduled 
at 6:30 p.m. Thursday 
evening in Room 9 at Town 
Hall, 121 Glen Road. 

Residents are encouraged 
to attend public meetings 
and hearings and voice their 
support, including the 
Thursday night meeting. 

“I do not, for a moment, 
think that this small group 
of  self-anointed "watch 
dogs" represents the inter- 
ests of the population of 
Wilmington,” Selectman 
Michael Champoux said in a - 
recent email regarding the 
appeal. “In fact, I feel - 
strongly that they are con- - 
tent to harm the community 
in order to advance their - 
own agenda.”

"Finding Nemo" and 
"WALL-E." And now, 
Burroughs' work - called 
"John Carter" - finally 
emerges on the big screen, 
loaded with dazzling special 
effects and in 3-D. 

Burroughs' saga was so 
influential in the sci-fi genre 
that it inspired several gen- 
erations of writers, as well 
as filmmakers George 
Lucas and James Cameron. 

Carter's story is told 
through a journal that ends 
up in the hands of a young 
writer. In the tale, Carter — 
who lost his family in the 
Civil War — is drawn to the 
West in search of gold. He 
discovers the gold, but he 
also stumbles into a cave 
that's a portal from Earth 
to Barsoom. 

The world of Barsoom 
looks much like the Old 
West, until you notice the 
ruins dotting the landscape. 
The planet has been con- 
stantly at war for genera- 
tions, and it's now come 
down to a final showdown 
between two races, the 
Heliumites and Zodangans. 
Watching from the side- 
lines: a nomadic warrior

Enter Carter, who now 
has semi-superpowers 
because of the difference in 
the gravity of Barsoom and 
Earth. He gets captured by 
the Thark but eventually 
wins the trust of the tribe. 
He becomes enamored of 
Princess Dejah of Helium, 
who is about to be unwilling- 
ly wed to the leader of 
Zodangans, and ends up 
fighting by her side.

Elysium Bed and 
Breakfast is led by the 
charismatic Seth (Justin 
Theroux) and they become 
enamored enough with their 
lifestyle to stay, even though 
that creates new problems 
in their marriage. 

Rudd and Aniston are 
terrific together, very 
believable as a couple both 
in the romantic moments 
and when things start go 
sour in their relationship, 
an inevitability once they 
discover Elysium's free love 
policies and both are pur- 
sued by attractive potential 
mates. 

As actors, they really 
bring out the better (not the 
best) in each other, which 
keeps the movie grounded 
despite some of the sillier 
stuff going on around them, 
and it never veers too far 
into the realm of zaniness 
because of this. 

They are surrounded by a 
good cast, including the 
always-great Alan Alda in a 
role that doesn't take him 
too far out of his comfort 
zone.
